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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants canceled claims 1-8, 10-12, 18, 19 and 23-27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 13-17 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 13, it is required that the exposed 
portions of the photodefinable polymer composition are removed (i.e., the composition 
is positive-working). Yet, in claim 13, applicants recite that the photoinitiator can be a 
negative tone photoinitiator as well as a positive tone photoinitiator. Shouldn't the 
photoinitiator be only limited to the positive tone photoinitiator? 

Appropriate correction or clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Otani et al (JP 
2001-226419 and its machine-assisted English translation provided by JPO). 

Otani teaches (see abstract) a photocurable resin composition comprising a 
polyester resin and a photoinitiator. Specifically in Example 2 (see [0045]), Otani uses 
phenylbis(2A,6-trimethylbenzoyl)phosphine oxide (Irgacure 819) as the photoinitiator. 
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Therefore, Otani teaches present invention of claim 9 (present application includes 
polyesters as one of examples for the present sacrificial polymer). 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Farahi et a\ (US 2003/0203315 A1 ) does not teach present invention of claim 13 
because in Farahi, the unexposed portions are being removed.
